Care During Illness 
Of course, no one would be w ill­ 
ing to occupy a bed or handle the 
objects in a room used by a suffer­ 
er from t>phold, scarlet fever, tu 
herculosis 
or 
diphtheria without 
first using some method of purifi­ 
cation 
In most instances, It is safe 
to say. however, that where great 
care 
and 
cleanliness have been 
used during the course of the dis­ 
ease, there will he 
little need of 
disinfection when the Illness ends. 
Rut it ta Important to hear in mind | 
that all such measures must he en 
forced throughout the sickness. 
As s rule fabrics should be hod­
